Two proposals on the operation of 
the Bookstore and the Union Store 
head up the agenda of a meeting of 

the Special Presidential Committee 
on Student Affairs today at 3:30 

p.m. 

One of the proposals, prepared by 
Ed Boeder, a sophomore maioring in 
sociology or international affairs, 
calls for the forming of a corporation 
of faculty members and students 
which would operate the Bookstore 
and Union Store on a non-profit 
tiasis. 

Under the second proposal, 
submitted by Don Strlcktland, 
director of business services, the 
present organizational status of the 
two facilities and the 
Interdepartmental Store (which 
provides supplies to the university 
departments) would be retained. 

A LIASION 

The Strickland proposal calls for 
the forming of a "structure", 
composed of faculty members and 
students, "to act as a I iasion between 
the University Stores and its 
patrons ■■ The "structure" would also 
recommend "purposes for which 
profits may be tiest used." 

The proposals, along with a 
recommendation, will be submitted 
to the Special Presidential Committee 
by Dr. Homer Mottice, professor of 
accounting, who is chairman of the 
Financial Affairs Subcommittee. 
Boeder and Strictland presented their 



plans to the si4>oommittee on 
November 26.

Edward Boeder, Sophomore 
majoring In International affairs and 
siKioiogy speaking before the 
Student Services Committee 
yesterday afternoon, expressed hope 
that the committee woukJ consider a 
resolution to prevent the hiring of 
private polkx officers to guard the 
bookstore. 

The bookstore currently hires 
private guards during peak rush 
periods, such as during registration 
and the week that follows 
registratk>n. 

Boeder presented a statement by 
William Tanner Director of Campus 
Security, which stated that the 
presence of uniformed personnel is 
undesirable, as it reflects adversely on 
the ftudents and the university. 

Dr. Rockweli, a member of the 
committee, ectioed Tanner's 
statement by citing complaints 
received from several students. These 
complaints condemned the bookstore

guard for creating an atmosphere of 
mistrust. 

Boeder stated three reasons given 
by the Ijookstore for the hiring of 
these guards: (1) to prevent- 
shoplifting; (2) to protect the large 
amounts of money in the bookstore; 
and (3) to make students check their 
books. 

The committee decided to 
investigate the matter more fully 
before making any decision or 
presenting a resolutk>n. 

In other committee actk>n, the 
members of the committee reviewed 
a series of resolutions

a significant number of policemen "committed violent acts far in excess 
of the requisiteforce for crowd dispersal or arrest" 

Enough testimony was taken to lead the Walker Committee to 
conclude that "newsmen and photographers were singled out for 
assault." Many were injured and their property was deliberately 
destroyed. 

But even the press did not escape criticism as it was blamed for 
staging some events and reporting them as facts. Based upon the 
committee"s findings, a separate study by Sigma Delta Chi, the national 
professional journalistic society, should be undertaken with a view 
roward finding out the extent of this fraudulent newsreportmg and take 
dpr^ropriate action in the form of areprimandcrpoblic recommendations 
to avoid similar staged news reporting in the future. 

One searches far and wide to find the appropriate adjectives to 
describe what happened in Chicago during the convention. 

To call it a disgusting spectacle or a national disvace would be an 
Linderstatement. 

Committees such as the one which prepared this report serve the 

Durpose of laying blame on one or several individuals and/or groups - 
they do not address themselves to the difficult task of seeking and 
-ecommendtng solutions to the problems which bring about such 
violence and bloodshed in the streets or our nation. 

At a time when enwtions run high and, in the words of Federal 
iureau of Im^estigation (FBI) Director J. Edgar Hoover, justice 
«comes incidental to law and order, it is incumbent upon each one of 
is to search introspectively and ask how the Chicaso masncre oouid 
laye been avoided. 

Sen. George McGovem, during his visit here recently, said the 

olutions to our problems must, in the last analysis, come from us We 

nust make America what we want it to be, but violence must not take 

he place of reason and tnrd work. 

We can lay blame and find fault from now until hell freezes over 
■ut. as the report emphasized, "". . .the physical confrontations in 
:hKago will be repeated etewhere until we learn to deal with the 

ilemma they represent.'" 
This is the challenge all Amerkans face. How we meet the challenge 
^'11 determine whether this nation, founded in war but nunured and 
reserved by peace, will prevail. 



FORCES OF ANGLGPHIBIA 

To the Editor: 

It is unfortunate that the playing 
of the Star Spangled Banner has been 
associated with the forces of 
Anglophobia (hatred of England). 
But the fact remains that for many 
citizens of the United States the song 
has become symtxilic of an oU 

resentment against "no taxation 
without representation." 

The problems which face our 
nation today require a foreign polkry 
of vision not nostalgia, of 
reooncitiaikm, not diaoord (Joan 
Baez -noted patrwt- says it is even 
hard to sing), of exemplary 
persuasion not willful insistence.

Geology Opens 
New Resource 
Analysis Center 

The Florida Resource Analysis 
Cemer has l»een reactivated in the 
Department of Geography at Florida 
State University. 

Dr William R. Brueckheimer, 
chairman of the department, said the 
center, in the Bellamy BuiMing, will 
be under the direction of Dr. Edward 
A. Fernald, assistant profesaor of 
geography. 

The Center will function as a data 
bank for inventorying Florida 
resources such as land and land use, 
water, forests, beaches, soils, 
txjuulation, and recreation. The 
Center mill also serve as a laboratory 
for the anatyaia of this data. 

Both academic and practical goals 
will ba met through studies aimed at 
better understanding of and wiser use 
of Florida's resources. A long-range 
nbiective is the development of a 
landuse map for the entire ftate, 
Fernald said.

For some 3000 students at Florida 
State Uni w ar stt y, the Offica of 
Financial Aid is their helping hand 

for then-i to meet the rWng COttS Of a 
college education. 

The office is disbursing this ye< r 
some S2.5 million to needy students 
in the form of scho la rs h ips, granisi, 
loans and work-study programs. 

Largest of the aid programs is the 
National Defense Education Act 
Student Loans, which made 
>M,000 available to graduate and 
undergraduate students. The k>ng 
term k>ans bear a three per cent 
interest rate, and up to one half of 
the princi(>al can be retired by serving 
as a fuli'time school teacher. 



Rapayment of the loan commences 
after graduation. 

About 90 per cent of the fundi for 
NDEA loans come from feiteral 
funds, with the remainder Irom 
University budgets. 

Private and University funds are 
contrtouting some $400,000 this year 
in scholarships to oui>.i,i'i,!.ng 
students. A 3.0 grade average is 
normally required for scholarship 
recipiants.

"Up to the age of perhaps three 
years, its mental age is not far behind 
that of a child. At the same time, its 
skeletal and muscular devek>pment 
are much more rapM than those of a 
chikJ." 

Despite a high level of imitative 
behavior, said Kellogg, the chimps 
don't copy or imitate word sounds. 
The most anyone has ever coaxed out 
of a chimp, after k>ng training, are 
the words "mama," "papa," "cup" 
and possibly "up" and these words 
"were sometimes confused and were 
used incorrectly." 

Citing an example of the Kelk)gg 
family ape, Gua, Kelkigg points out 
the apes have been found to use 
gestures to convey meaning He 
related how Gua, conveyed a "help 
me" signal while trying to drink a 
coke which had been placed before 
the chimp on tfie f kxw. 

"Although she could hold the 
bottle at the proper angle while 
drinking, stie fiad not yet learned 
how to transport it from the floor to 
her mouth. Unsuccessful attempts 
consisted of licking or sucking at the 
opening of the bottle and of 
overturning it in the crude attempt to 
pick it up. 

"Finally, after staring at the bottle 
and k>oking up at the experimenter, 
she took his hand in one of her own 
and drew it gently down to the base 
.of the bottle.

Steere, a Sarasota resident, reigns 
as natkMwl bowling champkMi among 
collegiate amateurs in competitkMis 
sponsored by the Associatkin of 
College Unions-International. 

He will bowl against some 40 
national bowling champions from 
such countries as Mexico, Italy, 
Germany and Great Britain. 

The southpaw bowler has been 
practKing two to three hours a day at 
a local bowling land to prepare for 
the international competition 
sponsored by Pepsi-Cola and 
American Machine and Foundry 
companies. 

Steere is a B-average student in 
personnel management at FSU's 
School of Business with an eye on a 
management career after a stint in 
either the U.S. Air Force or Navy. 
He's resisted the temptation of 



turning professional so far although 
he may enter local tournaments in 
the future. 

Steere started bowling at 14 in 
junior leagues around Sarasota. In 
1964 he won sixth place in the 
Ail-American Youth Bowl sponsored 
by the Tampa Tribune, and 16 other 
newspapers. 

He bowled his highest three game 
series-with a score of 768-in his first 
year of adult competition. The score 
is still the record high for the bowling 
association in Sarasota. 

After two years at Manatee Junior 
College, Steere came here in January, 
1967, and entered the regional 
bowling tournament the folk>wing 
month. Winning in the regk>nats, he 
wentto the national ACU-I 
tournament in Miami Beach where he 
came in fifth place. 

This last year he took top place in 
the regionals again and went on to 
the natNKials where he was nudged 
out by a bowler from the University 
of Wisconsin.

"Faculty members who ftave f»ad 
(liffic, lines in ordering class materials 
would also have some influence on 
the workings of the bookstore, an 
improvement which I am sure many 
of them would appreciate," he 
added. 

TEAM LAUDED 

In other maioi action yesterday. 
Senate passed a resolution 
recognizing the Florida State football 
team as the Number One football 
team in th€ nation, despite the fact 
ttidt the weekV football poMs, 
UP I and AP, have ignored the fine 
performance of the tea.n " 

It also passed a special act and a 
bill dealing with the approval of 
campus organizations. Under the new 
l,ill, guidelines have been established 
under ivhich student organizations 
can be denied recognition only if 
they fail to meet several protective 
restrictions. 

CONDITIONS 

These conditions include 
Stipulations that an organization may 
not have as a purpose the advocacy 
of the overthrow of the government 
by force or other unlawful means. 
Extramural affiliations must be 
secondary to university oblivions. 
In meetings, only students and 
faculty members are allowed to vote 
in matters of official business. 

The organization must also keep 
an up-to-date file of their 
constitution and any amendments, a 
list of officers and a means of 



contacting them, and agree to submit 
to perokJic audits by student 
government if they receive funds 
from student activities fees. 

Lack of compliance with such 
restrictions and quulBlines " . will Ix 
the only reason for which Senate 
may censor or refuse to approve an 
organization." 

Along with this bill was a special 
act which expedites the approval of 
organizations to avoid the long delays 
which have been common in the past. 

QUALIFICATION CHANGE 

A constitutional amendment to 
update requirements for hoWing 
major student government offices 

was also approved. Under the present 
constitution, although the election 
date IS set for late January, only 
students who have completed the 
second full quarter of their junior 
year wouW be able to run. This 
vwwid mean that only persons who 
are presently seniors and woukj be 
graduate students next year wouW he 
eligible to run 

The constitutional amendment 
wouW probably have to be presented 
to the student body in a special 
referendum before the Student body 
eiect.ons, explained Men's Vice 
President Wayne Rubinas. 

DEFEATED 

Failing to pass at yesterday s 
session was a constitutional 
amendment changing the structure of 
the AWS Council to allow it to elect 
several officers and establish new 
positions.

recommendations to President 
Champion' Members wanted to 
know if their recommendations 
should be calls for action in specific 
fields with suggested remedies or 
simply general statements pointing 
out the need for action and 
requesting the president to look into 
tfie specified area. 

The issue was clarified by 
Chairman Dickson. Dickson said that 
members of the committee were 
charged with conducting the fullest 
possible investigation on university 
trouble spots in a limited period of 
time. 

The committee members and 
associated subcommittees sfiouk) 
then present specific and detailed 
recommendations for the approval of 

the entire committee. These 
recommendations should include 
plans for changing the offensive area. 

BOOKSTORE 

The committee also took up the 

problem of the bookstore and other 
Union stores. Two basic proposals 
were presented to the committee. 
The first, submitted by Don E. 
Strickland, director of business 
services, proposed to maintain the 
current "profit operatton," tiut with 
the addition of a student-faculty 
advisory board. This would give the 
students of FSU a greater chance to 
participate in the administration of 
the bookstore. 

The second proposal was presented 
by Edward Boeder, a sophomore 
who has been conducting research on 
the bookstore problem for some 
time. Rtjeder suggested a cooperation 
be formed to own and operate the 
university store facilities at a 
noit-prof it basis. 

BOEDER 

Roeder charged the bookstore 
with being unresponsive to student 
wants and needs. Bookstore profits, 

instead of being channeled back into 
use for all students, are primarily 
used to support athletics and Union 
activities, said Roeder. Many students 
who work or live off-campus are 
unable to benefit from these 
bookstore funds. 

"The primary purpose of 
university students today is to get an 
education, a degree, or both. To 
achieve any of these goals, we must 
pay for books and supplies. To tax 
books and supplies to pay for 
non essential luxuries such as Union 
or Student Activities, or football is 
unfair," said Roeder. 

Roeder also objected to the use of 
armed, uniformed Tallahassee police 
in the bookstore during rush periods, 
which he said was detrimental to the 



image of the students and the 
university. 

NO DECISION 

The committee decided against 
any action on the two 
recommendations during this session. 
Instead, the nxition was made and 
passed to have a full committee 
meeting the second week of the 
Winter Quarter to consider the tivo 

proimsals At the .January meeting a 
decision will be reached on which 
plan to suggest to President 
Cfiampk>n. 

Two financial recommeixfations 
were adopted by the committee. The 
first requested that the F inancial A id 
Committee and the Office of 
Financial Aid explore means of 
developing more realisti< buugetsand 
categories of financial aid 

The second recommendation 
called for student government to 
develop a simplified budget and 
accounting manual for student 
organizations to help simplify the 
financial organization of student 
groups. 



FOOD PLAN 

Several recommendations 
concerning the food play were 

approved by the committee for 
pres»-iitat (on xn ("resident Champion. 
A recommenddiion was made calling 
for the establishment of banks of 
vending machines around the campus 
at convenient tocations. It is hoped 
that these banks wouM help alleviate 
the lunchtime crowds around the 
Union. 

The leconimendation also called 
for investigation into a moie flexible 
food plan than the one currenily in 
use. The goal would be to set up a 
basic food plan, which, while offering 
fewer choices, would altow for 
greater quantities and tower prices. 

Other recommendations 
concerning the food p an included a 
proposal ad\'Ocating the hiring of a 
university sanitarian to take care of 
all problems arising in the area of 
sanitation, and a continuation of the 
Food Services Committee to act as a 
liasion between the student body and 
the director of the Food Services. 



OTHER RECOMMENDATIONS 

The committee also called for the 
off-campus distribution of the 
Flambeau to help facilitate 
community and university 
understanding Also to further 
Tallahassee FSU relations, a clearing 
house was suggesteri to establish 
relationships between Tallahassee 
citizens and students. It was also 
suggested that a program of tours to 
acquaint students with the points of 
interest in Tallahassee be established.

A clarification of the 
administrative policy governing 
approval of campus organizations 
may very well have paved the way 
for a Florida State chapter of 
Students for Democratic Society 
(SOS). 

The policy statement, released 

Saturday by the Division of Student 
Affairs, stresses that student 
organizations must not "have a 

purpose, eitfier in name or in fact, 
the a<lvocacv of the overthrow of the 
government by force or other 
unlawful means, the divuption of 
university activites, nor the 
destruction of property." 

Organizations with such avowed 
intentions would not receive approval 
from the administration However, 
the policy also stales that student 
groups which are affiliated with 
national organizations niay exist at 
Florida State provided that local 
policies and procedures take 
precedence over those of the natiorwl 
group in case of conflict. 

Violation of this principle woukt 
result in the disbanding of the 
student group on campus. tt>e policy 
by Vice President John Arnold reads. 

The pol" , .-.Mi,u; uticeivai)lv allow 
SDS on cainpLiS as an approved 
organization.

nature. Its purpose, as stated in the 
pending constitution, is to furthar 
"educational dialogue on campus" 
and stimulate "thoughtful Inquiry 
into all areas of student life and the 
larger society." 

Further, if approved, tlie Florida 
State chapter of SOS would be an 
autonomous body even though 

affiliated with the national group. 
"Dedsioos and policies of national 

SOS are not binding on the local 
group except as adopted by vote of 
the local chapter", the constitution 
states. Presumably, there would be 
no tension between SDS and tfte 
administration unless Nationaf SOS 
policias were heeded over those of 
FSO. 

SDS has fulfilled all statutory 

rec)uireriients for organizational 
approval ahd has been accorded 
"temporary approval" by Student 
Senate. 

Vice Prasidant Arnold's statement 
also includes the admonition that 
actions of campus organizations must 
be decided upon by a vote of student 
and faculty memtiers only, excluding 
any non-student members wIk) may 



participate in the group. 

"Student organizations must be 
relatad in a positive way to the 
educational objectives of the 
uniwilty...and the eligibility oi 
recognized student organizations to 
continue on camuus shall be revoked 
if such groups appear to exia 
without itrangth and purpoe of at 
variance with standards of justice and 

order."" the policy states further 

Other organizations awaiting 
administrative approval includ*- 
Fourxfation Counselors Assn , Garnn 
and Gold Girls, Young Democrats, 
FSU Caving Cfcjto, Graduate School 
of Social Work. Phi Sigma Upsilon 
Society.

Now, that department 
enrolls almost a thousand students 
each quarter and has started a 
graduate program Where four faculty 
comprised the full staff three years 
ago, today the religion faculty is 
comprised of 11 nwfnfaars. 

Dr. Wellborn finds that ttiere is a 
phenomenal growth m all state 
universities" in the area of religion as 
studied m an academic anvironmant. 

The primary religious emphaits on 
the FSU campus is fourx) in the 
Religion and l.ifi- Lecture Series.

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President John Champion's 77-member committee began acting upon 
subcommittee recommendations after ironing out administrative kinks. 

The first issue which developed concerned the role of the committee 
and the several subcommittees as advisory bodies. 

The conflict developed when Dr. Juanita Gibson, on behalf of the 
subcommittee on financial affairs offered » a recommendatwn that a 
matter be referred to President Champion's office for furtto^ 
recommerKiations. 

'^The role of the subcommittees ^loukJ be to refine and define the 
problem areas as best they can, and present concrete proposals to 
President Champion. 

These subcommittees should not attempt to "pass the buck" because 
they are not able to digest complex information. 

Committee Chairman Dr. David F. Dickson dkJ the proper thing by 
referring tfie matter back to the subcommittee for furttw study after 
advising the group not to issue "recommendations for 
recommendations." 

The most signifkant proposal offered coiKerned the status and 
operation of the University Bookstore. Ed Roeder, a sophomore 
majoring in sociology arxl intematkjnal affairs, discussed his 15-page 
eport outlining the inequities of the current financial operation of the 
:x3okstore. 

After explaining the use of bookstore profits for the payment of 
outstanding debts and athletics, he offered a proposal for the 
»5tablishm?ni of a corporation which would own and operate the 
bookstore on a non-profit basis. 

In this manner, students would be entitled to receive repayment on 
their books and pay a lesser sum for the purchase of their books 

The legal inequities pointed out by Roeder and outlined m detail m 
his report should be carefully scrutinized to make certain the law is 
complied with. 

The proposal for a student-operated university-recognized co-op is 
the best recomnnerKlation heard thus far in achieving an equitabie 
means of rurming tfie finandal and adminis&Btive operatiom of the 
bookstore and the Flambeau joins with the student senate in endorsing 
this recommendation. 

Another maiar porpos^ concans the selection of a sanartarian to 
conduct frequent inspections of university facilities, more specifkatly 
the union cafeteria. 

During tfte summer, a health department study revealed that 
Morrison's on-campus food service viotuad several heattti code 
provisions. 

This recommendation, along with proposals calling for expansion of 
cafeteria facilities and increased flexibility regardins the food plan, 
were adopted and the Ftarabeau applauds the oommittee's actiort in this

Vet Cldms Dcncer's Image 
Butdiered Before Derby

LOUISVILLE, KY. (AP) - The 

veterinarian who treated Dancer's 
Image before the Kentucky Derby 
saki Tuesday that he was "the most 
butchered horse I ever saw... and 
probably the greatest hone I avar 
aw." 

Dr. Alex Harthill nr«de these 
comparisons in describing the 
conditions of the colt to the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission. 

Harthill said that Peter Fuller's 
horse, bothered by tore ankles before 
the raw, vwas a doutbful started as 
late as the morning of the Derby last 
May 4. 

Harthill said that he had been 
treating the horse with azium, an 
analgesK, and shots of vitamin C and 
that he ««as showing progress earlier 
in the week. 

He sakI the horse was in bad 
condition on the Thursday morning 
before the Dert>y and he 
recommended that Dancer's image 
not be galtoped that day. 

Harthill saki the assistant trainer 
told him that head trainer Lou 
Cavalaris was unreachable, that the 
schedule called for the horse to be 
galloped and that he was going to 
foltow instructtons. 



"It's your horse," Harthill said he 
toM the assistant. "You can do what 
you want with him." 

Harthill, who was emptoyed by 
Fuller to care for the horse, sakl he 
did not inform the Bostonian that 
the horse shoukln't have been 
galloped. 

"My obligation was to the 
trainer." sato Harthill. 

Asked if he relayed such 
infoimatton to Cavalaris, he sakJ he 
did not because by Derby eve the 
horse had improved again 

Fuller is appealing the decision by 
the Churchill Downs stewards wfw 
deprived him of first prize money. A 
chemist reported the colt's urinalysis 
showed traces of phenylbuia/one, an 
illegal medication, m the post Derby 
examination 

Harthill said he had administered 
the drug on the Sunday before the 
race and that at no other time during 
the week that foltowad. 

In his testirrxjny, Harthill statei) 
"This was the most butchered horse I 
ever saw ~ to take a horse and 
delitierately lireak him down lust to 
win a race." He added: "He is 
probably the greatest horse I ever saw 
to overcome the things he did to win 
tfie Derby."

The memory of that costly fumble

For his performance, Jarvis was 
na^neti Wednesday The Associated 
Press' Back of the Week. 

Asked about the fumble. Jarvis 
replied: 

"I've thought about it for 365 
days. That was the most humiliating 
day of my file. The three 
toiichao'.viis and an Army victory 
will ease the pain although it never 
will erase the memory." 

Jarvis, whose third touchdown on 
a nine-yard run was the winner, 
gained 88 yards. This gave him 2,334 
and broke the three-year Army 
record of 2,323 piled up in the 1940's 
by the immortal Glen Davis.

The first 25 finishers 
automatically became All-America 
and Misner missed that by just 35 
seconds in his run of 30 42 He 
averaged 5.7 minutes per mile and 
finished high in the field of some 230 
finishers. Perhaps the most revealing 
fact of Misner's ability is that he wm 
the second best finisher from the 
South-East portion of the country 

Mike Long, the cross-country 
coach, commented on Misner's run, 
"It was a pretty outstanding 
performance for a sophonx>re 
running at tfiat level of competition."

Dean Robert 0. Lawton, dean of 
the College of Arts and Sciences, h» 
established a committee to study the 
proposal for the creation of a 
journalism program at Florida State.

NO PAST PROGRAM 

Ftorida State has not had a 
journalism program in the past due to 
a Board of Regents policy concerning 
the number of schools allowed in the 
state The BOR policy is that only 
one school of journalism is allowed in 
Florida, and that school is currently 
kx»ted at the University of Florida. 

The demand for a journalism 
school at Florida State began with 
the f!stat)lishment of a Board of 
Editors set up at FSU in October 
Editors of all student publications 
and the head of the Board of Student 
Publications were included on the 
Editor's Board. The first action was 
the passing of a resolution putting 
the board m favor of establishing a 
journalism program at FSU. 

APPROVAL 

Since that time President John 
Champion has expressed approval of 
such a program in order to provide 
quality student publications on a 
continuing basis. 

In a statement yesterday Dean 
Lawton said that current journalism 
courses are not adequate and agreed 
that a journalism program is vital to 
the continuity of quality student 
publications. 

Lawton stated that the College of 



Arts and Sciences hopes to have the 
journalism program implemented by 
next fall. 

"It (the curriculum) might be a 
minor; it might be a major. The 



College of Arts and Sciences is 
working toward strengthening and 

expanding the role of louinalisin at 
Florida State University," stated 
Dean Lawton.

Resident students who contracted for living quarters arrived on 
campus only to find a building still under constructi<m and ill-equipped 
to provide adequate habitable housing facilities. 

In short, the students did not get what they bargained for 
The former head r^ident counselor, James Tait, said students are 
seeking rebates as a result of the irKonveniences and are attempting to 
hire legal counsel. 

There is no doubt that problems such as this must be avoided at all 
costs. Although Cash Hall is not considered part of university housing, 
there is a tendency for university and university-related building 
construction and repairs to fall behind target completion dates, much 
to the chagrin of the students. 

f'erhaps if those responsible for creating these delays and resulting 
rardships felt the financial bite of rebates granted by the courts, they 
would be more inclined to list more reasonable completion dates or 
expedite their rate of progress in construction. 

Problems such as those besetting the students of Cash Hall should 
simply not arise again. There is no excuse for unreason^iy 
overburdening students who are willing to pay their rental fees on time 
by providing them with relatively unreascmable living conditions. 

With this edition, the Flambeau concludes publication for the FaM 
Quarter. To say that the first term was a hectic one would be an 
understatement. 

But it was an enjoyable experience.

"Liberalism" is tht iihilosophy 
which seeks to unshackie tne chains 
of tic (last by acting according to the 
dictates of reason; essentials were 
expounded by John Stuart Mill, 
Herbert Spence, et al.. and Hxtoy its 
followers include everyone from 
Ludwig Von Miiuand FA. Hayafc to 

Ayn RaiKl. 

Over tha years the tarm "liberal" 
ha* been parvarted, the totaliiarians. 
since they neede d badly a respectable 

name to conceal the true nature of 
their schemes of slavery, claiming it 
aathair sole possession.

tjetter job we're doing," said Pauls. 

Fans often wonder about comrrwn 
athletic injuries. Accordirig to Fauls. 
ttie most feared injury is the one 
most common to football, a knee 
in)ury. He says ankle iniuries are very 
cotninon, occunng nosliy m track, 

basketball and t>aset>all An ankle 
injury is "fairly norinal" since the act 
of "running" is so involved with 
sports. 

Wftat are the requirements for 
becoming an athletic trainer? Fauls 
said the National Athletic Trainers 
Association (NATA) puts emphasis 
on a college degree, if possitrie in the 
area of pftysical therapy. However, he 
points out that a physical education 
major, or a pre med student with 
pratical experience could also 
become a good trainer 

Regardless of the degree or lack of 
it, a strong background in Mtatomy 
ar>d physiology is needed. Most 
importantly, "There is no substitute 
for practical experience." said Fauls 

Some Df the machinery uspd at 
Florida :;tate to help heal iniunes 
iftdude the whirlpool bath, infra red 
heM lamps, and two deep heating 
devices, the diathermy and 
uftra-sound. 

The newest mode of treatment is 
called "Cryo-Kinetics," said Fauls. In 
this the trainer "freezes the injured 
area to numbness. moves the 
injured area." As k>ng as there are no 
fractions or broken bones, this 
method can be used Using an ankle 
injury for an example. Fauls said. 
"There are tfiree stages: pain (when 
freezingi, warmth and then 
numbness." It is at the numbness 
stage that tf»e athlete is encouraged 
to walk. |Og and exercise the iniureti 
area. OtKe pain returns, the 
movement isttopped. 

Fauls said. "Lifting weights to help 
specific areas of weakness also make 
an athlete less susceptible to miury 

Assisting Fauls m canng lor the 
athletic program miunes is one 
fulltime assistant trainer. Bill Zeigler. 
'Zeigler is doing an outstanding job." 
said Fauls of the FSU graduate. Six 
student assistants also help treat tt»e 
various athletes Fauls said of the 
isastants, '"Without them, our 
profram couldn't function."

The sutement, read to the press 
by Marvin MiMer, executive director 
of the Players Association, charged 
that players had been subjected to 
various pressures m an altfinpt to get 
tfiem to sign their contracts 

The maior issue in the dispute 
between the players and the owners 
centers mounA the pleyi'.' demands 
for increased pentioa benefits, based 
on a rise in baaebeH's new television 
contract from $36 million to |ust 
under $50 million. 

Tfie statement said in part: "Some 
of the clubs, but not all. have 
engaged in a program of pressuring 
players m an attempt to have rhe'r. 
Sign contracts Young players have 
been told to sign now or play in the 
minor leagues next year 

"Otheis. who are close to vesting 
urKier the pension plan, have been 
told that they will never get the 
necessary five years of service unless 
they sign Veterans have been told 
that baseball has a long memory and 
tfiat if they refuse to sign now, they 
should forget about staying in 
batebeH after their playing careers 
have ended " 

The players have been trying to 
use their contracts as the maior 
wpen m the dnpute-sayins they 
wDuW not sign until the issue was 
moived. 

It has becorr>e an urgent matter as 
ttw old pension agreement runs out 
March 31. |ust prior to the opening 
of the 1969 saaaon. and raising the 
aaactor of a ptayer if the i»ue 
IS not settled hy then.
